BARS RESOLUTION 
NDORSING SMITH 


| Convention Reaffirms Its 


Policy of Non-Partisan 
Political Activity. 
Training Camps Favored 


Detroit, Mich.) October 11.—(#)— 
Reaffirming its poliey of non-partisan 
political activity, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor convention voted 
unanimously today to avoid entangle- 
ments in the 1928 presidential cam- 
paign by withholding action on a reso- 
lution introduced by representatives of 
the New York State Federation of 
Labor proposing indorsement of Gov- 
ernor Alfred E. Smith of New York 
for the democratic presidential nomi- 
nation. , 

The convention approved, without 
debate, the report of its committee 
on resolutions on the Smith proposal, 
which pointed out that the country 
is not now in a presidential campaign 
and that Governor Smith is not an 
avowed candidate for the presidency. 

The report recalled that Governor 
Smith is a candidate for reelection as 
chief executive of the Empire state, 
and that he had the indorsement of 
the New York federation for that of- 
fice. 

Text of Report. 

| The text of the committee 
| on the resolution follows: 

| “The American people are not at 
present engaged in a presidential cam- 
paign. Governor Alfred Smith is at 
present a candidate for reelection as 
governor of the state of New York. 
As such he has the support of the 
New York State Federation of Labor 
and of an overwhelming number of 
unorganized wage earners and citi- 
zeus. If we are to maintain strict 
adherence to our nonpartisan politi- 
cal campaign activities in presidential

Mrs. Davis had stoutly maintained 
her husband, Allen, wha is also held 
in jail lere, fired the shot that killed 
his brother. When locked in her cell, 
after being arrested this morning, she 
called to one of the officers about to 
leave. She then admitted firing the 
shot, 

“They were both drunk,” she said. 

“I did it to frighten them and stop 
their drunken brawl.” 
Her admission is taken by state of- 
ficers as an indication that a plea 
will be entered that the shooting was 
accidentai. 

Mrs. Davis was brought to jail 
along with several of her small chil- 
dren. 

John Davis died-in Savannah ygester- 
day, where he was carried by his 
brother, Allen. He diea of gunshot 
wounds. — 

According to a physician who was 
called to the home of Allen Daris 
Sunday morning, both men had been 
drinking. What caused the shooting 
has not been fully explained, but Mrs 
Davis told the physician her husband 
had shot his brother. and, in jail aere 
today, Davis told newspapermen nis 
wife did the shooting. 

The physician stated he responded 
to tue call and gave the injured man 
first aid treatment, but the members 
of the family refused'to accept any 
responsibility for the caring for the 
wounded man. Later in the day, he 
was taken to Savannah and died dur- 
ing the night. 

Mrs. Davis was formerly Mrs. W. 
f{. Mitchell. After the death of her 
first iusband, she married Davis. It 
was stated in Statesboro this morning 
the body of John Davis would not be 
claimed. The two brothers have no 
relatives living in this county.
